Investigation showed that the West­ 
ern Union Telegraph Company refus­ 
ed to sent the reports and that a r ­ 
rangements wrere made to receive the 
reports in Louisville which were turned 
over to agents of the pool room who 
transmit the messages over tile lines 
of the Cumberland Telephone Com­ 
pany.

what, exactly, is Nicaragua, how large is 
it, what are its resources, commerce and 
clim ate? Some interesting comparisons 
and facts prepared by the International 
Bureau 
of 
American 
Republics, 
will 
help to answer these pertinent natural 
questions. 
There is only four square miles differ­ 
ence between the area of Nicaragua ami 
the state of N ew York. 
Take Connecti­ 
cut out of New England, and Nicaragua 
would cover the rest of it. 
It is ap­ 
proximately half the size of the state of 
W ashington. 
To be exact, it covers 49,- 
200 square miles, which is larger than 
Holland, 
Belgium and Denm ark com­ 
bined. 
It has a remarkable extent of coast 
line on two oceans. 
On the Caribbean, 
it reaches nearly 300 miles due north 
and south; on tile Pacific, it extends 225 
miles. 
Its greatest width is 275 miles, 
or 
approximately 
the 
distance 
from 
W ashington to New 
York. 
Its 
least 
width is 125 miles, or approximately the 
distance from Chicago to the M ississippi 
river. 
Sm allest in Population. 
It has the smallest population of any 
central American country, but is corre­ 
spondingly capable of great material de­ 
velopment. 
There are only about 600,- 
000 people within its limits. 
Of these, 
five-sixths are upon the western or P a­ 
cific side. 
The eastern or Caribbean 
shore lies low aud is drained by many 
rivers. 
The only industry of this sec­ 
tion is the growing of bananas which 
were shipped in 1908 to the number of 
1,500.000 bunches, valued at 50 cents a 
bunch. 
The principal town here is Bluefield, 
a little south of the center, having 5000 
inhabitants. 
It is 1186 milos from New 
Orleans and 310 miles from Colon. 
The 
only other important places on this east 
coast are Grey town, 
at 
the southern 
point, with 2000 inhabitants, near the 
south of the San Juan river, which was 
to have been the course of the isthmian 
canal if built through Nicaragua, and 
Cape Gracias a Dios, at the northern 
point, with only 1500 people. 
On 
the populated 
Pacific slope the 
chief cities are Leon, the historic and

16,000; 
Granada, with 12,000; and several other 
towns of from 5000 to 10,000. 
The prin­ 
cipal port on the Pacific side is Corinto, 
near the northern end, with only about 
2000 people. 
At the southern end is 
the harbor of San Juan del Bur. 
Has One Railroad. 
There is one 
railroad in 
Nicaragua 
which starts at Corinto and runs to Ma­ 
nagua and thence across to Granada on 
Lake Nicaragua, which is the largest 
inland body of water in all Latin Ameri­ 
ca. 
If one wishes to go to Nicaragua, 
he can take the steamers on the Atlantic 
side from New York, New Orleans or 
Mobile. Going by Pacific he will take 
steamers from San Francisco or from 
coast points of other countries. 
Perhaps the quickest way to reach it 
today is either through Mexico by rail 
and by steamer from Salina Cruz to Co- 
riuto, or by steamer from New' Orleans 
direct to Bluefield*. The latter journey 
generally takes about four days. 
if. 
however, one lands on the east coast, it 
is practically impossible to go to the west 
coast on account of the lack of railroads 
and other facilities. A common way to 
go to the west coast is via Panam a and 
the Pacific side. 
Exports to United States. 
T he total value of the foreign trade of 
Nicaragua in 1908 amounted to $7,500,-

Nicaragua

Nicaragua lins a president, a cabinet 
with five ministers or secretaries, thir­ 
teen departments or states, and five divi­ 
sions like our territories. 
Its national 
assembly consists of only one chamber 
which is now in session. 
Lying between IO degrees 45 minutes 
ami 14 degrees 55 minutes north latitude, 
aud between S3 degrees ll minutes arni 
NI degrees 40 minutes west longitude, it 
is located all within the tropics, but it 
lins a considerable variety of climate. 
Although tile east coast is low lying and 
very warm, the central and tv es tern sec­ 
tions are in parts so mountainous aud 
elevated 
that 
the 
temperature

reaches a high point and the (dimate can 
be considered salubrious. 
The western 
section, in which the greater part of 
the population is locafed, has such a 
varying latitude, and the country is so 
broken with lakes and so close to the 
sea, that it is not by any means as hot 
as it would appear to be on the map.

THE USES OF RUBBER. 


Hundreds of Necessary Articles 
Made 
from the Tropical Product. 
The cultivation of rubber is a new 
enterprise, calling for the most careful 
study, aud is a notable addition to the 
world’s varied industries. 
Consequent­ 
ly', the question of soil, rainfall and cli­ 
matic conditions must enter largely into 
the calculations of those contemplating 
its future. 
The rubber tree requires a 
rich loam soil, warm, moist climate, low 
altitude, a large aud evenly distributed 
rainfall and perfect drainage. 
Cultivat­ 
ed trees are raised from the seed and 
begin to yield milk during the sixth yeat 
from date of planting, 
lu their wild 
state they grow tall and lank, reaching 
a height of over fifty feet aud a diameter 
of from twelve to fifteen inches. 
Borne one has called rubber the "hand­ 
maid of civilization,” but it is more than 
that, it is man’s best friend, for every 
profession that ministers to and relieves 
the suffering ones of the earth has en­ 
listed in its service, and in a thousand 
ways uses it to assuage pain and make 
surgical operations easier, and at the 
same time lessening the chances of con­ 
tagion. 
To enumerate the articles made 
of rubber used by scientific men woald 
be an endless task, as each year more 
and better ones are invented; so it can 
be safely said that if rubber in its vari­ 
ous forms and appliances were to sud­ 
denly be removed from hospitals and the 
offices of dentists, doctors und surgeons, 
it would paralyze the services of these 
ministers of mercy. A s everybody is heir 
to suffering aud pain, it ought to be an 
interesting study to know where this 
wonderful product of nature comes from, 
bow it grow* and what p ro o fs es arc 
used to bring it to a state that makes it 
fit for daily use. 
Rubber is not only 
used to -alleviate suffering, but it is ii 
great factor in giving mull pleasure, add­ 
ing to the enjoyment of man in a thou­ 
sand ways, in this age of rush, speed and 
force. 
Anybody wha has ridden in the 
wonderful automobile, with its luxurious 
motion caused by its running on large 
rubber tires and skimming the ground 
with more than the speed of a race 
horse, is ready to say rubber is indeed 
the friend of man. 
The history of man’s struggle to ob­ 
tain rubber is as intensely interesting, 
as full of romance aud as full of hor^ 
ror as is the story of the adventures, 
hardships aud cruelty of the Spaniards 
in their search for gold. 
Unlike the yel­ 
low' metal, rubber is not widely distribut­ 
ed over the earth for the benefit of man­ 
kind. and what little is left is rapidly 
disappearing. 
W ild rubber, or caout­ 
chouc, is obtained from several varieties 
of trees, shrubs and vines, nearly all of 
which are indigenous to 
the 
tropics. 
South America, Central America. Iudia 
and Africa each furnish large quantities, 
the gum produced being all rubber, dif­ 
fering somewhat in its character, due 
largely to the various methods of gath­ 
ering 
and 
coagulation. 
Para rubber 
(hevea brasiliensis), what is known us 
Para rubber of commerce, is obtained 
from tho vast regions drained by the 
Amazon and its tributaries, estimated to 
embrace a territory nearly two-thirds the 
size of Europe. 
Yet so enormous has 
the world's consumption of rubber be­ 
come that this great region is practical­ 
ly denuded of its rubber growth. 
The 
M exican rubber tree growing in the Dis­ 
trict of Soconusco, on the shores of the 
Pacific, has been named castillu luctiflua 
—castilla in honor of Castillo, a Spanish 
botanist, who died In 1793 w’hile en­ 
gaged in the preparation of a flora 
of 
Mexico, and lactiflua signifying flowing 
milk.” distinguishing 
it 
from 
trees in 
other localities from which the milk ex­ 
udes. but does not run freely. 
The world’s supply of rubber 
has, 
up to this time, been 
drawn 
almost 
wholly from tin* wild trees found g ro w ­ 
ing in the dense depths of the tropical 
forests, but owing to the 
destructive 
methods of gathering pursued by the na­ 
tives millions of these trees have beeu 
destroyed, to replace which will require 
the yearly 
planting of 
thousands 
of 
acres.—San Francisco Chronicle.

A score of sceptical men saw two 
law students 
of 
Columbia university 
levitate a small pine table ut No. 115 
Broadway yesterday about noon. 
Table 
levitation is not a new thing, but those 
w’ho accomplish the feat have generally 
chosen to operate iii a dark or partially 
lighted room. 
In this instance the table 
was lifted in the broad light of day. 
Those alert to discover some trick or 
secret contrivance by which the table 
was controlled could uot detect anything 
not honest aud above board. 
While the 
table 
hung 
suspended 
photographers 
were accorded the opportunity of taking 
pictures. 
The table 
lifters, 
Samuel Ilershen- 
stein, aged 23, and his brother Charles, 
two years younger, say they know noth­ 
ing about spiritualism, aud they don’t 
intend to go on the stage. 
They pro­ 
fess to be unable to explain the feat. 
They have confined their efforts entirely 
to table tilting. 
Yesterday they gave 
their first exhibition to newspaper men. 
They had held twenty-five 
or 
thirty 
"seances,” ut which only students were 
present. 
The young men succeeded in puzzling 
Dr. H yslop, the psychologist. 
He sent 
them a letter in which lie said: “I would 
be pleased to have a full history of 
your connection with such phenomena.” 
H e also expressed a desire to witness 
private experiments, but counselled the 
brothers to "avoid reporters as much 
us possible.” 
Dr. lly slo p declared that 
the value to science of such a perform­ 
ance as that of the H ershensteins w as 
far greater than all of Paladino’s se­ 
ances, 
“W e only know,” said Samuel when 
questioned, "that we can do this thing 
and that everybody cannot.” 
“You cannot," declared a sceptic pres­ 
ent yesterday, "control the table if the 
hands of those w’ho sit around it are re­ 
moved.” 
“We will do so next time,” replied 
Samuel. 
The seance took place in room 801 at 
115 Broadway, one of the offices of a 
law firm. 
The Hershensteins are neph­ 
ews of W illiam Groasmau. 
The room 
faces 
Broadway.

north are four windows. 
Oil the other 
sides 
the room 
was 
walled 
by 
glass 
panels. 
A dressmaker's table, its top 
about half an inch 
thick and 4 feet 
long, was supplied by George T. Mor­ 
timer. agent of the building, who bor­ 
rowed it from the offices of Ford, B a­ 
con & D avis, electrical engineers, on the 
twentieth floor. 
The table was examined 
and nothing suspicious was found. 
Charles took his seat and requested 
the eleven skeptics, all reporters, who 
sat dost, to the table to place their hands 
upon it palms down. 
"This will take about tw enty minutes,” 
he said. 
" For the first quarter of an 
hour you can talk as much as you please, 
but don’t take your hands off. 
"W hen the quarter of an hour was up 
there were five minutes of silence. Then 
the young man said: 
"Place your hands lightly on the table 
top. 
I want you all to think that the 
table is< going to rise, no matter how 
skeptical 
you 
may 
be.” 
"Table rise!” said Charles intensely. 
This lie repeated over and over. 
Soon 
the table tilted slowly at the side fur­ 
thest from the performer aud rose 2 
inches. 
Then it hung suspended. Again 
it rose 6 inches from the floor, standing 
on the two leg* on H ershenstein’s side. 
H e had then removed his hands ami 
pushed hie chair away. 
All could see 
his feet were motionless. 
Next the table rose ou the side near 
the operator. ’Then it rose and fell easily 
six times.

Printers will not charge for their 
labors in turning out the posters, and 
artists iii New York aud vicinity have* 
already designed, without charge, seven? 
different kinds of posters. 
The commer­ 
cial value of the material, labor and tal­ 
ent given in the cause equals $2,000,000. 
And it is expected that the results will 
be of incalculable value to the nation.

Deaths Result from Their Use 
Making Surgery Less Cruel. 
The occasional occurrence of fatal con­ 
sequences from the administration 
of 
chloroform or of ether, however much 
to be deplored in the individual instances, 
should not be permitted to divert atten­ 
tion from the enormous number of cases 
in which these agents are administered 
without ill effects of any kind, or from 
the enormous number in which they save 
life by permitting the performance of 
operations which it would be impossible 
to accomplish without their aid. Statis­ 
tics on the subject are perhaps not en­ 
tirely trustworthy; but it may be safely 
said that, in round numbers, there are 
3000 successful administrations of anaes­ 
thetics for every death attributable to 
them; and it is only the immense number 
of operations which they have rendered 
possible and successful that ex plains the 
comparatively very small number of fa­ 
tal accidents which have occurred in a 
given hospital or in a given time. Not­ 
withstanding the vast preponderance of 
safety, it is impossible to deny the ex ist­ 
ence of a certain, or rather of an uncer­ 
tain. amount of real danger; and hence 
there is n very general feeling that the 
powerful drugs concerned have been em­ 
ployed in the past with somewhat greater 
freedom than is entirely justifiable.—Lou­ 
don Times.

j class of pilgrims to Mecca too often fall 
a prey to the wild Bedouin tribes, who 
plunder and murder them with impunity. 
Accompanied by his mother, the Khe­ 
dive will start for Mecca December 24. 
aboard his yacht, arriving at the holy 
city, via the port of Jeddah, 
At the con­ 
clusion of the pilgrimage he will preside 
at the great feast of Courgau Iiuiram, 
held at Mecca.

As soon us the captain be­

She was 
thirteen days out when « he lost the tail 
end of her shaft and propeller, and was 
left at trie mercy of the heavy seas heav­ 
ing like a log. 
She was drifting out of 
the lino of vessels, tossing helplessly on 
a deserted ocean, ami her only chance 
was to mend what had been broken. 
Now’ the propeller of such 
a 
boat 
weighs some 6 tons, and the task ahead 
of the Titania’s crew can be well im­ 
agined when it is known that this had 
to be lowered over the side of the vessel, 
fitted into ex act position, and. despite 
the sea that ran mountains high, fix ed 
firmly on the new shaft. 
The stern was 
raised out of the water as much as pos­ 
sible by shifting every portable article, 
from coal to cargo, for’ard—a terrific un­ 
dertaking, which kept the whole crew 
working many days and nights eeuse- 
lessly. 
Then the three officers mentioned were 
let down into the water and, without 
food, 
but 
with 
dangers 
swirling 
all 
around, they worked in the cold and rag­ 
ing waters a whole day and a whole 
night, lit by buckets of burning oakum 
and tar swung over the stern. 
They 
were hurled about so mercilessly by the 
swinging combers of the deep that w’hile 
one man worked at the nuts which held 
the propeller to the shaft the other two 
held on to him, all the time watching the 
waves to give him the very necessary 
warning of each one’s approach, lest he 
should be battered against the hull. 
For six days and nights the captain 
never left his post, nor slept, and only 
the truest kiqd of British pluck brought 
them safely from their plight. 
And once at least a woman, having 
done man's best w’ork, 
w’as counted 
among this band of the brave. 
Captain’s Wife a Heroine. 
Here is a remarkable story. 
She was 
Mrs. Heed, wife of the captain of the T. 
F. Oakes, an iron ship w’hich July 4, 
18 9 6, left Hong Kong for New York. 
She reached that port March 21 of the 
following year, Having been 259 days 
making tiie passage. 
A terrific typhoon 
caught her in the China seas, which 
blew her far out of her course and made 
it necessary to change her route. 
The 
captain determined to go by w ay of Cape 
Horn, which was rounded 167 days after 
w’eighing anchor. 
Then an attack of 
scurvy seized the crew, and one by one 
they fell and no one was left to work 
the ship ex cept the captain, second and 
third mates and the captain's wife. 
Then the captain and the second mate 
fell ill. and through all this havoc and 
disease Mrs. Heed tended the sick with 
nil a woman’s tenderness, and between 
times took her place like a strong man 
in the ship’s working. 
At last she was alone on deck, and 
until March 1 her gaze swept an empty 
sea. 
Then an oil tank steamer, the 
Kasbek. sighted the blue light of distress 
w’hich the T. F. Oakes was showing. The 
steamer signaled to the distressed vessel 
to heave to.

NEVER SAWWHITE MEN 


New Tribe 
of 
Esquimaux Discovered 
North of Alaska—A Happy 
People. 


On the blenk northwest coast of Prince 
Albert Land, Capt. William Mogg of 
the whaling 
schooner Olga 
has just 
found men who, in spite of the hundreds 
of Arctic ex peditions that, have swept 
through the north, had never seen white 
men before, 
and who gazed upon the 
white-skinned strangers with the same 
awe with which Columbus was greeted 
on San Salvador over 400 years ago. 
It is only in the last five years that 
whale ships have 
ventured 
into the 
waters that wash these distant shores. 
When the whalers did venture there they 
little ex pected to find any evidences of 
human habitation. 
To 
their 
surprise, 
they found abandoned food caches, de­ 
serted camping grounds and other signs 
of recent habitation. 
As they saw no people, they naturally 
inferred that the country was being used 
as n summer hunting ground by natives 
from the Canadian mainland far to the 
south. These natives professed ignorance 
of such hunting grounds. 
The puzzle was not solved until last 
July, when the Olga in her northern 
cruise sighted human forms on a lull 
several miles inland. These forms proved 
to be old 
men who were advancing 
toward the 
shore where tin* ship lay at 
anchor. 
As they approached it was seen 
that they carried no weapons whatever 
and walked with arms ex tended, as a 
sign of peaceful inclinations. 
The old men were Esquimaux and 
spoke the regular Esquimaux language 
with only slight variations. 
They said 
that they had never seen white men be­ 
fore and were so much afraid of them 
that 
they 
could not 
be coax ed 
on 
board 
the 
vessel. 
They knew 
noth­ 
ing about cereal foods or flour, and 
when offered pilot bread 
laughed at 
it as an article of human food. 
They said 
that they lived on seals, 
bears, 
whales, 
caribou and 
feathered 
game, which they killed with bows and 
arrows and spears or captured in snares 
and 
curiously 
contrived 
traps. 
They 
knew nothing about the fur trade, and 
said that the skins were always cut up

Mrs. George Law, one of the most not­ 
ed American women in societv in Ix indon 
and Paris, and close friend of Mrs. Stuy- 
yesant Fish and of Mrs. Potter Palmer, 
is the latest person to have her trunks 
sent to the custom house under the new 
rulings of Collector Loeb.

His politi­ 
cal opponents finally secured his removal 
from office, and, being too proud to ac­ 
cept an inferior post, he left Venice to 
wander about Europe.

For years Morosini was laid 
aside by sickness, and finally the couple 
settled in the slums of Lugano, where 
he was forced to sell matches and news­ 
papers in the gutter. 
The proud, fallen 
man refused all offers of help, which oc­ 
casionally came from friends who had 
discovered his plight. 
At last the couple 
decided to die 
together.

were 
found dead in bed, suffocated by gas.

Trained Men and Women. 
A t the meeting of the New York Vas- 
snr Students’ Aid society at the Hotel 
A stor l)r. Taylor, president of Vassnr 
college, said that in the tw enty years 
since the society of which this is a 
branch was formed girl students had been 
aided with loans to the amount of $ 69,- 
000. 
Mrs. ( ’ora Van B. Potter, who pre­ 
sided, told a story, which she said was 
only one of many, of a girl to whom the 
society loaned $ 700 to help her through 
college. 
“ W hen this girl was graduated,” she 
went on, "she found a position as teach­ 
er, and she aided her young sister and 
her brother to complete college courses. 
And she paid this society every cent she 
borrowed within a year after she went to 
work .” 
“ Help every purposeful soul you can 
to get an education,” Dr. Taylor adjured 
the society, “and help the girls especial­ 
ly, for it's twice as hard for a girl to 
work her way through college as it is 
for a boy; she hasn’t half so much chance 
in getting things to do. 
The question is 
continually 
being raised, often in 
re­ 
gard to the Carnegie pensions for col­ 
lege professors who can no longer work , 
if giving help is a wise thing. 
Certainly 
it isn’t wise if it undermines the sense of 
self-help. 
But if the United States finds 
it worth while to give educations to 
young men 
at West 
Point—and West 
Point has turned out many graduates for 
whom there was no place in the army 
and who went back to civil life—why, 
then, the public at large should find it 
w orth while to give special advantages 
to those who show special capacity. Noth­ 
ing is so worth while, nothing is so es­ 
sential here 
in 
New 
York today, 
as 
trained men and women. 
I ’m not one 
of those who hold that only the clever 
should be educated. 
If I had a son who 
did n’t lik e to work and had no high 
purpose 1 should still send him to college, 
because it’s worth while, hut I ’d pay tor 
his education myself. 
A society lik e this 
uiust k eep its Amds to help those who

Training the Child. 
I have had a large and varied expe­ 
rience in dealing with children, both as 
a teacher and as a mother. 
Tw o rules 
which 1 have followed closely have been 
of inestimable value to me. 
The first, 
some advice given to me by on old gen­ 
tleman who had been a teacher in the 
early part of the Nineteenth century, 
was this: “ Be very careful what com ­ 
mand you give, hut he sure if you give 
one that your words are always obeyed. 
Be gentle but firm.” 
Secondly, this motto has alw ays been, 
my guide. 
“ Let the punishment fit the 
« rim e.” 
A punishment a child realizes 
he deserves and feels as a direct conse­ 
quence of his actions is always more ef­ 
fectual than one he feels is an injustice 
to him. 
Vice versa, the same system 
should he carried out. in regard to re­ 
w ards for good conduct. 
If he is angty 
let him stay by himself until he is in a 
proper atate of mind to associate with 
other people. 
If his behavior aw ay from 
home has not been satisfactory, debar 
him from going anyw here “until he is 
sure that he can be a little gentleman 
of whom his mother may he proud. 
Oti 
the other hand, if his manners are pleas­ 
ing. allow him some special privilege, 
“ because you were so proud of him the 
last time he accompanied you,” etc. 
A child thus dealt with comes to ap­ 
preciate the fairness of those who con­ 
trol him and realizes that he himself is 
responsible for the privileges granted or 
denied him.—H a rpe r’s Bazar.

“ Servants and waitresses” increased 
from 1,216,039 in 1879 to 1,283,763 in 
1999. 
Less than 6 per cent. 
‘‘Housek eepers and stew ardesses” in­ 
creased from 86.989 in 1899 to 146,929 
in 11MK). 
More than 79 per cent. 
The occupation with no responsibility 
went down, badly. 
The occupation re­ 
quiring responsibility went up, spectacu­ 
larly. 
The wime k ind of increase is seen in 
“ Boarding and lodging house k eepers.” 
They have large responsibility. 
In 1870 
there were only 7060 of them. 
In 1999 
there were 59,455. 
A gain of 742 per 
cent. 
Again, consider the case of “ Hotel­ 
k eepers.” 
Here is a still larger respon­ 
sibility. 
In 1879 there were only 86)5 
women hotelk eepers in the United States. 
In 1999 there were 8533. 
A gain of 886 
per cent.! 
W ithout giving further illustrations, 
which could be indefinitely protracted, it 
may be observed, as a total conclusion, 
that in “Domestic and Personal Service,” 
as a whole, women's comparative losses 
are in the occupations which are trad i­ 
tionally feminine, while their greatest 
comparative gains nre in those occupa­ 
tions which art* more masculine by tradi­ 
tion and which require greater responsi­ 
bility and enlarged executive power.—

Miss Augusta C. Robinson, matron of 
the Elliott hospital ¡it Manchester, N.

bers of the hospital staff were free to 
resign. 
Eighteen out of 
the 
nineteen 
visiting physicians promptly did so. The 
nineteenth. Dr. George ( ’. Wilk ins, re­ 
sisted all persuasions to join the strik e. 
H e said he had never had any trouble 
with the matron, and that lie thought 
her quite able to run the hospital. The 
trustees accepted the resignations of the 
other doctors, made Dr. Wilk ins head of 
the medical and 
surgical 
department, 
gave the charge of the m aternity ward 
to Dr. C. C. Sturtevant, 
a 
prominent 
physician of Manchester, and empowered 
these two men to choose the rest of the 
hospital staff.—W omen’s Journal.

Home Cleaning of Rugs. 
The housek eepers who 
nre 
freeing 
themselves of carpets are fast solving 
the problem of the “annual uproar” of 
housecleauing. 
They find that the gener­ 
al “ tearing up” is over, and the rooms 
are now easily and quietly cleaned and 
put in order. 
T he 
following 
recipe 
mak es one of the finest compounds for 
cleaning Smyrna rugs, chenille draperies, 
plush-covered couches and furniture, etc. 
Shave two and one-half bars ef ivory 
soap fine, and boil until it is dissolved 
in one and one-liulf quarts of soft w a­ 
ter. 
Add half a pound of borax. 
Boil 
ten minutes longer. 
Steep three ounces 
of soap bark in one qua rt of w ater for 
half an hour, and strain. 
Add 
one- 
fourth of a pint of aqua ammonia; put 
into one quart of cold water. 
Mix all 
together and add w ater enough to mak e 
good six gallons. 
Soft water is pre­ 
ferred. 
Set aside to cool, and cover to 
k eep clean. 
When ready for use dust 
the articles well and apply with a good 
large brush, rubbing vigorously. 
Then 
wipe with a cloth until quite dry. 
For 
doing large rug« it is desirable to have 
two people work ing, one to follow up 
with the dry cloth us soon as a space is 
rubbed. 
The recipe sells for 25 cents, and is the 
cheapest cleaner I have ever bought. I 
mak e the entire recipe at the cost of 
about 59 cents. 
It will supply my w ants 
for a year. 
One woman made it for 
others and sold it, when wanted, at 20 
cents per gallon.

Study the New. 
T rain yourself to approach everything 
that is new with a state of mind that 
wants to k now the true, no m atter w hat 
its1 nature or its source. 
This is the nor­ 
mal attitude, and you w ill, by living con­ 
tinually in this attitude, not only pro­ 
mote your own health of mind and body, 
but you will also become a real power 
in promoting the welfare of the world. 
Nothing that is tak en into your system, 
physical or mental, can be of service to 
you until it is digested; therefore, digest 
the new before you accept it as true.

For the Housewife. 
A Glove H int—To mend k id gloves do 
not put your faith in a fat little needle, 
for it only tends to rip the delicate edges 
and mak e the rent more ragged. 
Never 
use silk , for it wears right through the 
k id. 
Get a thin cotton thread and the 
smallest neod’e that will carry it, and 
wax the thread with beeswax to mak e it 
stouter. 
Place the finger over a glove 
mender and tak e up a stitch on one side, 
then on the opposite, not both together. 
Draw the thread evenly and do not place 
stitches too closely together. 
Mend on 
the right side, and fasten the thread se­ 
curely. 
Lemonade—My small sister m ade some 
lemonade that we all pronounced delic­ 
ious. 
She could hardly wait until we 
had disposed of it before she told us that 
she had made a quart of it from iust one 
lemon. 
T he ingenious youngster had run 
the lemon through the meat chopper, and 
the resulting juice was so strong that 
she had to add twice as much w ater us 
usual. 
W e have tried the plan many 
times since, and no one k nows the dif­ 
ference, except the one who buys the 
lemons! 
Stuffed Sweet Peppers—Select shapely 
peppers of equal siz> and drop one at a 
time into very hot fat, fry for one min­ 
ute, then dram, and when cold oeel off 
the thin outer sk in. Cut in halves length­ 
wise and remove the seeds and white 
membrane. 
Mak e u stuffing of tine bread 
crumbs mixed with deviled 
ham and 
beaten egg. 
Season with onion juice and 
salt. 
P ut this stuffing in the pepper 
shells, dot with butter and bak e in a 
moderate oven until nicely brown. 
Drop Cak e—Two cupfuls of granulat­ 
ed sugar, one cupful of shortening and 
two eggs beaten together; then add one 
cupful of molasses, one cupful of sweet 
milk , six cupfuls of flour, two cupfuls of 
fruit (raisins and currants mixed), ouo 
teaspooiiful of soda in molasses, one tea 
spoonful of suit, one teaspoonful each of 
cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg. Save part 
of the flour to mix with raising and cur­ 
rants. 
1 >rop from a teaspoon, and bak e 
in a moderate oven. 
Molasses 
Drop 
Cook ies—One 
large 
cupful of granulated sugar and two- 
thirds of a cupful of shortening mixed 
together; add one egg, one and one tliiru 
cupfu.a of molasses, one cupful of luk e­ 
warm w ater, two teaspoonfuls of soda, 
a pinch of ginger and four cupfuls of 
flour. 
Drop from a teaspoon; do not roll 
our. 
Bak e in a rather quick oven; if 
the cak es spread out too much in bak ing, 
a little mere flour is needed. 


QUEER PENSION STORY. 


Government Says W oman Has Drawn 
$ 868 as Her S tepfather’s Widow. 
A story that rivals the tales of Zola 
w as throw n upon the desk of A. S. V an 
Valk enburgh, United Stutes district a t­ 
torney. recently, being 12 pounds of the 
record of the pension case of Sarah B a­ 
k er. or 
Kinder. 
Pension 
examiners 
claim to have found tha t the woman w as 
declaring herself to be the widow* of 
her 
stepfather, 
and 
that 
in 
tha t 
role she had actually received some $ 868 
in pension money. 
E arly In the ’60s an Illinois soldier 
named Bnk er married Nancy Brown. 
It 
is outside the story but inside the faqfs 
that lie had buried one wife whose name 
too had been Nancy. Nancy Brown had 
been the widow of a soldier, and she had 
got a pension when she married a second 
soldier named 
Bak er, from whom she 
was divorced. 
They had a child named 
Sarah. 
Being out of soldiers again, 
Nancy 
took unto herself a third, this time the 
Illinois man named Kinder. 
To Kinder 
« he took her daughter by her former 
husband. Sarah. 
Sarah had attractions 
for the soldier, so the government pa­ 
pers read, for the real wife found her­ 
self supplanted by the daughter, “com­ 
pelled to tak e the name of Mrs. Robert­ 
son. and to say that she was assisting 
in the work .” 
The condition of affairs in this extra­ 
ordinary household by this time estab­ 
lished in 
W est Plains, southern 
Mis­ 
souri. is told in the last paragraph of 
the government report. 
Kinder died, and the government heard 
of his death when, as it was supposed, 
the widow applied for a pension for her­ 
self and their four children. 
The claim 
ran through the various channels pen­ 
sion claims have to tak e; pension exam ­ 
iners 
went to the 
K inder home and 
mado personal examinations and inves­ 
tigations, as they always do, and so 
well was the proof of the claims of the 
supposed widow, Sarah Kinder, estab­ 
lished that not only she but the four 
children also were put on the pension 
list and k ept there for four years. 
They 
were paid as the widow and children of 
the Illinois veteran. 
Last 
April 
W ashington heard 
from 
another Mrs. Kinder. 
This time it was 
Mrs. Nancy Kinder, who claimed a pen­ 
sion as the widow* of the William K in­ 
der. 
T w o and two were put together, 
and it was found that while there were 
two Mrs. K inders in the tiles, the one 
draw ing a pension and the other wanting 
to. there w as only one W illiam K inder 
claimed as their huwband. 
A w ay went the 
pension 
examiners 
again, this time with a clue that led 
straight 
to 
W est 
Plains, 
where Mrs. 
N ancy K inder was. and 
there, it is 
claimed, they learned of the state of a f­ 
fairs which had made her stand by and 
see her own daughter tak e her husband, 
but not the daughter’s father, aw ay from 
her and made her be the servant of the 
house for the sak e of peace.

Tonsorial A rtist Gives the Chinaman a 


General Overhauling Each 


Week . 


It is the custom for a Chinam an to 
visit his barber every week to have a 
general overhauling. First, the head and 
face nre shaved; second, 
the 
ears are 
scraped and cleansed with a small brush 
m ade of duck ’s hair; third, the upper 
and lower eyelids are scraped with a 
dull-edged k nife, all granulations being 
smoothed aw ay, and then an applica­ 
tion is made with a duck 's hair brush of 
salt solution. 
This is the reason why you will find 
so much blindness in China. They tak e 
no antiseptic mea« ures whatever. 
All 
instrum ents are held in the operator s 
mouth during the process of operation. 
Finally the patient’s back is massaged, 
and after paying a fee of 3 cents and no 
tip he leaves the shop feeling clean out­ 
side. but now m ust consult his regular 
physician. 
A fter going through the usual exam ­ 
ination, which is a form of military in­ 
spection, the doctor diagnoses the case 
and treats it unless a devil happens to 
jum p down the patient’s throat. 
If this 
has happened the doctor can do the pa­ 
tient no good until he promises to set 
off 100 firecrack ers ami to mak e a daily 
visit to the josshouse. This done he re­ 
ceives the usual pills for those vacated 
by the devil. 
These pills may consist of spotted rhi­ 
noceros horn, said to be a wonderful 
cure for intestinal troubles. T he spotted 
rhinoceros 
horns come 
from southern 
China, and in the mark et at Singapore a 
single specimen will bring $ 25. 
> 
Tiger bones, when ground to a powder 
and mixed with Chinese wine, m ak e a 
great blood tonic, which is used by all 
classes of Chinam en in northern China. 
T he recipe is held by a firm in Shanghai 
tha t has become very w ealthy by the 
sale of this tonic. 
Old deer horns are 
boiled 
down 
to 
m ak e the medicinal glue which binds the 
fifty ingredients composing the average 
Chinese pills. 
As in these you may get 
anything from a pinch of gunpowder to 
powdered cobra tail dust, it is not the 
fault of Wong-Yik -Chee if just the right 
k ind of specific escapes the patient. 
Equal in medicinal 
efficacy 
to 
the 
above are three high-grade tiger reme­ 
dies, the eyeball, liver and blood. 
As 
may be imagined, tiger eyeball, the genu­ 
ine article, can be prescribed for only 
the exceedingly w*ealthv Chinese. 
Simi­ 
larly, the liver when dried and reduced 
to a powder is worth its weight in gold 
over all China. 
Tiger blood when evap­ 
orated to a solid at a tem perature of 110 
degrees and tak en as a powder is be­ 
lieved by Asiatics to transform a craven 
into a hero 
After the patient has made the rounds 
of the barber and traveling physician he 
now look s up his dentist, whom he will 
find on any street corner in all large Chi­ 
nese cities. 
You are greatly impressed 
by the seriousness 
of 
this gentleman, 
who Is alw ays reading and think ing of 
his collection of some 2000 teeth on a 
table and a few bottles of some secret 
drugs which, upon inquiries, a Chinese 
interpreter told a visitor contained the 
moisture of the inner side of an old cof­ 
fin which was collected after being bur­ 
ied some ten years. 
A dentist in China 
is called a “boxer” by all Chinamen, for 
he is supposed to have great strength in 
his arm s and hands, and also some great 
magic power.—Medical Record. 


MORE D EER IN CALIFORNIA. 


Since Game W ardens Have Been Killing 
M ountain Lions. 
T hree thousand mountain lions slain 
in California in two years explains the 
plentifulness of deer this season, accord­ 
ing to County Gam e W arden Morgan. 
Venison has been more abundant in Los 
Angeles 
this 
season 
than 
in 
tw enty 
years, the veriest tyros among hunters 
coming back to the city with one or two 
buck s after short trips into the moun­ 
tains. 
Persons who never before tnsted deer 
meat have had it on the table and they 
have wondered why they never could get 
it before. 
M organ has the solution and 
he has figures to prove his case. 
W hile 
hum ans may hunt deer for but a few 
months in the year, the mountain lion is 
obliged to respect no closed season. 
It 
hunts every month and it slays does as 
well as buck s. 
Sportsmen estim ate that 
an active mountain lion k ills and devours 
an average of twenty-five deer in twelve 
months. 
T hus by the k illing of .'(000 of the 
“varm ints” the lives of at least 75,909 
deer have been preserved in the last two 
years for the men with the guns and 
ability to use them. 
This does not tak e 
Into account the natural increase in the 
lion family, which would am ount to pos­ 
sibly 3090 more. 
Little interest was tak en in the k illing 
of the lions until the state fish 
and 
game commission, realizing the need for 
greater protection of deer 
and 
other 
game, offered u bounty of $ 29 for each 
m ountain lion k illed. 
This is not a state 
law*, simply an action on the 
pa rt of the 
commission, which has at its disposal 
the money collected on hunting licenses 
and obtained from other sources. 
At $ 29 each the dead lions have cost 
the commission $ 60,000, though it is said 
that the bountv has not been claimed in 
each case. 
T ne sk ins of quite a num ­ 
ber of the anim als have been brought 
to Los Angeles, where the bounty was 
claimed. 
Some of these animals are of great 
size, measuring twelve feet from tip of 
nose to end of tail, while eight footers 
are common back in the sparsely settled 
mountain districts.—Los Angeles lim e s.

all except necessary articles of travel, 
Mr. and Mrs. S. J. Sill of this city un­ 
earthed a few* days ago the remains of 
the emigrant encam pm ent and discovered 
an oak burrel containing articles of food, 
k nives, scissors, whisk y, nails and ham ­ 
mers and other accessories of the trip 
across the plains in the prairie schooners. 
T he achievement of the Sills is look ed 
upon as particularly creditable, as many 
searching parties have made attem pts to 
discover tne buried 
articles in canon 
“49 ,” on ranch “49 ,” owned by T. J. 
Cummings of Woodland. 
Cummings as­ 
sisted the Sills in the search, and after 
several days the buried articles were 
found and unearthed. 
T he unearthing of 
the barrel required pick s and shovels and 
several hours work in a deep canon. Ac­ 
cording to legend the em igrants were 
pursued for several days by the Indians, 
who shot m any of their oxen, and they 
were forced to mak e the trip on foot.

SAD FA T E OF TH E E N T E R PR ISE . 


The Form er Pride of the N avy Being 
Made Into a Coal Barge. 
The one-time crack corvette of the 
navy, the E nterprise, lies at the end of a 
weed-grown dock in E ast Boston, and is 
being stripped of her fittings, prepara­ 
tory to being converted into a coal barge. 
The passing of the E nterprise means the 
disappearance from the roll of the navy 
of the last vessel of that name, a name 
tha t for over 133 years has stood high 
in the order of service. 
T he present 
ship is the fourth of her name. 
The old 
vessel w as built at K ittery, Me., in 1874, 
and w as bark rigged, 185 feet over ull, 
35 feet beam, 
and 14 feet 3 inches 
draught, with a displacement of 1375 
tons. 
W hen first commissioned she w as 
armed with one 150-pound rifle, one 69- 
pound rifle, four 9-inch smooth bores, 
one 3-inch breech-loader, a G atling gun, 
and saluting cannon, and carried a com­ 
plement of 195 officers and men. 
Early 
in 1878 R ear A dm iral Thom as O. Self­ 
ridge, Jr., w as selected to mak e a sur 
vey of the Amazon and M adeira rivers, 
South America. 
H e ascended the rivers 
in the E nterprise for over 1399 miles. 
H e was also in command of the E nte r­ 
prise on the European station in 1879. 
A fter service all over the world, the 
E nterprise was ordered 
to the naval 
academy in 1891, and in 1892 she was 
assigned to the use of the M assachusetts 
nautical training school. 
W hen sold the 
E nterprise brought $ 1<K37. 
N aval rec­ 
ords show that the second vessel of that 
nam e w as built in 1799, and w as lost 
at IJttle Curacoa in 1823. 
The E nte r­ 
prise. 3d, w as built in 1831 and w as sold 
in 1845.—New* Y'ork Evening Post. 


NEW GAME W ITH CARDS. 


P a rt of Animal on Each Card and Object 
Is to Assemble Them. 
A variation on the jigsaw or ordinary 
cut-up puzzle has been designed by a 
New York man. In this new gam e the 
object is the same as in the old type— 
tha t of 
assembling the various parts to 
m ak e a whole animal or bird, as the 
case may be—but it is in some respects 
more difficult. T he cards can be printed 
either with a part of only one object on 
one corner or with parts of various ob­ 
jects on all the corners or along the 
edges. In playing the game the idea is 
to see who can mak e up the greatest 
num ber of these objects, either in a given 
time or in an unlimited time. 
Though 
it may not appear so. this type of puzzle 
is unusually difficult, as there are no 
curiously cut edges by which the various 
pieces m ay be identified 
as 
neighbors. 
The animuls, or whatever the 
objects 
may be, are formed by the m atching of 
lines entirely, and a k nowledge of the 
appearance of the objects in question 
aids greatly in forming them.

Doubting Thomases in Evidence— 
Pro f. 
Hyslop Will Express No Opinion 
in Haste. 


H erew ard Carrington, who is manag- 
ing the American tour of Mme. E usapia 
Palladino, the Italian medium, had a 
talk with a New York newspaper re­ 
porter, in which he expressed concern 
at the publicity which had been given to 
her projected seances. 
“ I am finding it difficult to k eep my 
committee of scientists together,” 
he 
said. 
“Tw o of them have notified me 
that they will no longer serve because 
of the notority given to the seance« . 
It 
will not be possible to give any private 
sittings until about the middle of next 
February, because I have written a con­ 
tract with S. S. McClure whereby Mme. 
l ’allndino is to give twenty-five seances 
for the benefit of his magazine. 
These 
seances will be given ¡it the rate of 
about two a week until the entire num­ 
ber contracted for has been disposed of.” 
Ask ed as to the identity of the sten­ 
ographer 
who 
is 
tak ing 
shorthand 
notes of the 
m anifestations 
at 
the 
seances, Mr. Carrington said she w as 
Genevieve Allen, I ’rof. 
Hyslop’s 
sten­ 
ographer, and had previously been his 
and Prof. Uyslop’s joint private secre­ 
tary. 
S. 
S. 
McClure, 
interviewed 
later, 
denied emphatically that he had financed 
Mine. I ’alladino’s visit to this country or 
tha t he had advanced one cent tow*ard 
the venture. 
I ’rof. ilystop, on the other 
hand, is equally em phatic in his state­ 
ment that McClure furnished tb# fund# 
wherewith the medium was euffoled to 
come to this country. 
He also expressed 
himself as dissatisfied with the manner 
in which the seances had been conducted, 
snj'ing they more nearly represented &• 
vaudeville show than a scientific investi­ 
gation. 
The story is in circulation that about 
the time of Mme. Palladino’s arrival in 
this country, a young woman represent­ 
ing H erew ard Carrington, paid a visit 
to the establishment of M atink a 
Co., 
m anufacturers of apparatus used by con­ 
jurors and 
professors of legerdemain, 
and purchased a quantity of phosphor­ 
escent paint. 
She stated distinctly tha t 
it 
was for 
use 
at 
Mine. 
Palladino*» 
seances, and that it must be guaranteed 
to be extra strong. 
Francis M atink a, head of the firm, a t 
439 S i\th avenue, has been in the busi­ 
ness of m anufacturing trick properties 
for conjurors for m any years. 
He w*a» 
extremely loth to mak e this admission, 
because, as he explained, “to talk about 
the ‘properties’ I mak e and supply to 
professional 
legerdemain artists is not 
good business.” 
But he eventually ad- 
mitted that “the young lady’ said she 
came from Mr. Carrington, and that the* 
paint was for use by Mme. Palladino. 
“T he paint can be used without detec­ 
tion on any white surface,” said Mr. 
M atink a. 
For instance, here is a sk ull; 
of papier maehe, which, properly treated 
with luminous paint, would be a most in­ 
spiring 
spectacle 
at 
a 
dimly lighted! 
seance, where the nerves of most of the 
spectators are on edge. 
A fter the paint 
has been applied it has to be exposed to 
a very bright light. 
Then in the dark it 
flick ers and flares, and is exceedingly un- 
ca nny. 
“ It would not be quite feasible to paint 
a representation or a hum an hand on 
the back of a white chair. 
In a brightly 
lighted room the hand would be invisible 
and a w rap carelessly throw n over the 
chair would completely disguise it. 
A t 
the proper time the w arp could be re­ 
moved by a confederate and the hand, 
ghostly in appearance, would become vis­ 
ible to the audience. 
For tha t m atter, 
it could be painted on an ordinary w*hite 
blind with even more telling effect. 
In 
the same m anner it would be quite pos­ 
sible to paint w hat in the dark would 
convey the impression of small incades- 
cent bulbs.” 
Mr. M atink a was ask ed if he m anu­ 
factured a secret device used by medi­ 
ums for the purpose of lifting tables. 
H e said that he did, but he had no rec­ 
ord of selling the device to Mr. C arring­ 
ton or any of his representatives. 
F or the rn<*st part the men who are 
interested in the future appearances of 
Eusapia Palladino and the display of her 
strange powers were chary of discussing 
her seance with its exhibition of C i t a ­ 
tion for the newspaper men—and a f te r 
they had gone—the moving of objects 
from the cabinets, and the appearance of 
a ghostly arm. 
“ Not evidential,” w as 
their verdict. v 
Prof. Hyslop said he would not cara 
to express an opinion as to the w om an’s 
powers until he had had her under in­ 
vestigation for two years and subjected 
her to every possible test.
